the end of the year.

Directors and their Companies. 

“At several company meetings re- 
‘eently shareholders have put ques: 
tions (not always reported) to the 
board to discover how many other 
companies . the directors were 
interested in, 
have been asked in Parliament con- 
cerning directors nominated’ to 
certain companies by the Govern: 
ment. There are cases of gentle- 
men who are directors of as many 
as thirty and even more companies. 
and certain ‘misgivings may 
naturally arise among shareholders: 

Tt may’ well be questioned whe- 
ther any one person can be suf: 
ficiently well informed as to serve 
usefully on the directorates of com- 
panies.in different industries. | On 
the other hand, assuming they: have 
the‘ necessary qualifications, can 
they give a reasonable amount of 
attention to each and every com. 
pany? Yet another doubt is: whe- 
ther directors can be fair to 
different companies with which 
they are connected but whore in- 
terests conflict. 

These multiple directorships are 
sometimes sought after- not in 
order to direct the.company but for 
the'sake of inside information to 
be used perhaps for the personal 


.|benefit of the director himself or 


of one of his many other companies. 
The remedy ‘for this . undesirable 
state of affairs is not easy to find. 

. If might be a good thing Sf only 
shareholders with a large stake in 
‘an'‘ undertaking could. become 
directors and that thesnumber of 
.directors’ on each ‘company should 
be Hmited so that there should be 
room only for the useful ones. |

“The: eee Sanitary’ 
Covention, which was signed in 


'|Paris in 1926, has by naw. heen 


ratified by a number of countries, 
and adopted in practice by others. 
‘As: far as shipping is concerned 
the most important point is the 
introduction of compulsory 
periodical fumigation. “The time 
to elapse between each fumigation 
has been fixed arbitrarily at six 
months. 

On arrival at a port in acountry 
where the ‘requirements of the 
convention_apply, the vessel will 
be inspected . by the competent 
local sanitary atuhority. If the 
captain cannot produce a certi- 
ficate showing that the vessel, has 
been fumigated some time during: 
the preceding. six months, fumi- 
gation, or deratisation as it is call- 
ed in the convention, will be 
ordered. 

This operation is usually car- 
ried out by a private concern, 
sometimes with monopoly on such 
services. The charges Are sup- 
posed. to be reasonable, . and 


.|should cover no more than the 


cost of the chemical substances 
used plus a suitable profit to the 
firm or concern. It is oxpressly 
provided in the convention that 
the signatory States are not per- 
mitted to make any profit out of 
sanitary services, , 

Fumigation completed, the 
vessel is ayain inspected by “the 
sanitary authority, and if every- 
iitisfactory, a certificate 

er. tion is issied contain. 
ing certain prescribed details of 
the fumigation and the results 
obtained. 

Should the vessel be in such 
condition that the sanitary 
authority establishes that the rat 
population is kept down at a 
minimum, then the vessel is en- 
titled to the issue of, an exemp- 
tion from.deratisation certificate, 
which means that no fumigation 
need be undertaken for the time, 
namely six ‘months, for which the 
certificate is valid, unless a new 
inspection before the expiry of | 9 
the certificate proves that the 
vessel has bécome rat infested.

Two Points of Interest, 


Since the signing of theconven- 
tion two points of interest to ship- 
ping have come_up for considera. 
tion. .by the Permanent _ Com: 
mittee on Public sitting in Paris, 
states the Baltic and International 
Maritime Conference, in their in- 
formation bureau circular. ° It 
hag been laid down that the signa- 
tories to the convention are not 
entitled to demand that deratisa- 
tion or exemptjon from deratisa- 
tion certificates shall bear visa of 
their Consul ;at the port whero 
fumigation takes place. Second- 
ly, it has. been decided that new 
vessela shall procure a deratisa- 
tion or exemption from deratisa- 
tion cgrtificate before commencing 
to trade, 

Other difficulties have arisen in 


regard to the interpretation and 


practical working of the conven- 
tion. Certificates issued have not 
been respected in other countries, 
and the .cost debited to the 
vessel has been excessive. The

The names of vessels regularly 
observing for the Meterological 
Office, London, together. with 
their commanding and observing 
officers, are given monthly in 
Marine Observer. 

+ The captains and officers of re- 
gular observing ships ‘constitute 
the Corps of Voluntary ‘Marine 
Observers. For certain branches 
of this work tested instruments 
are lent to the, captain of British 
ships registered at ports in Great 
Britain, A certain number of re- 
gular observing ships are detailed 
as “selected ships” for the pur- 
pose of the world-wide scheme of 
routine . ships’ wireless weather 
telegraphy reporting. Only ships 
registered at ports in Great Bri- 
tain will, jn future, be included in 
the Meteorological Office, Lond 
“Fleet List.’ Marine observers 
are asked to send in their meteorg- 
logical 
priate port meteorological office or 
agent (accompanied by Form 138 
in the case of “selected ships”) at 
intervals of not more than six 
months. The meteorological re- 
cord from 911 (accompanied by 
form 138 in the case of “sélected 
ships”) should be posted direct 
to the Meteorological Office, Lon- 
don, at the end of each’ voyage. 
When ‘sending in the meteoro- 
logical log or record, regular ob- 
serving ships will render great 
assistance if they will notify the 
port mieteorological officer or’ 
agent of their requirements. Tho 
port meteorological officers and 
agents inspect official instruments 
at regular intervals, replacing 
those which are defective. 

Where ships’ instruments. are 
found by comparison to be reliable 
they may be’ used for the work 

of “selected ‘ships.” A ‘reliable 
mercurial barometer is essential 
as part of the equipment of a 
“selected ship.” 

“iA copy of the Marine Observer 


every observing ship for the. in- 
formation and guidance ‘of the 
officers doing this ‘work. He is 
also supplied’ with the Marine 
Observer’s Handbook and such 
charts and atlases as are consider- 
ed necessary as meteorological 
equipment for the work of a re 
gular observing ship in a’ parti. 
cular trade. Returns made by re-, 
gular observing ships are acknow-. 
ledged monthly in the Marine 
Observer, and a' list of those com- 
manders and officers who have 
performed especially fine work is 
published yearly ..in the’ Marine 
Observer and expellent awards are 
made to them., The work done} 
by regular Observing , ships in 
meking written returns, and by 
“selected ships” in broadcasting 
routine information by: W/T, to- 
gether with “weather shipping” 

bulletins broadcast from the shore,

Hillary, which is the largest and 
fastest in the world, gad was 
built at a cost of £18,000, Her, 
upkeep will cost about £2,000 a 
year. ‘She is’ é64ft. in length by 
14ft. ‘beam, and waa constricted 
by Thornycrofts. Her speed is 
from 17 to 18 knots, und she is 
fitted with four pétrol tanks with 
a total capacity of 350 gallons. 
At full speed the boat consumes & 
gallon a minute.

Moore stw a fairly well-dressed 
Chinese man of the’ student type 
standing in the middle: of the/B 
path. As the man showed ne 
signs, af moving from the path 
Mrs, Moore, walked round him, In 
duing, so she got a very good look 
at his face ‘nnd noticed a rather 
. malevolent-expression. . Turning, 
she saw that he was still observ- 


ing her with a suspicious glance. } 


Continuing her walk, she sud- 
denly found herself most violently, 
dragyed by. the shoulders from 
the back and flung on the ground, 
injuring her hin and shoulder and 
touring her dress. Then the man 
stood over Mrs, Moore and pwiled 

‘her parcels away, took a $100 
watch, .twenty dollars. in notes 
and a cheque, and made.away. 

Mrs. Moore called for help, a 
: Chinese man-and ‘a woman on a 


donkey having just passed by, and}

heing all the while 
she was not heard. 

When Mrs. Moore was able to 
yet up she went to the care- 

taker and tried to make’ him 
understand what. had happened. 
The two of them then went to the 

+ police station. On the way the 
caretaker -found .a parcel of em- 
broidery flung aside in the mud 
by the robber. 

On' reaching the police’ station, 
the Police suggested that’ Mrs. 
Moore yo to the Magistrate’s 
Office. On the way there Mrs, 
Moore met 4 foreign lady, who 
advised her ‘not to go, as there], 
was considerable trouble over 
some posters being put up against 
Captain Baldwin. 

Mrs, Moore, who is 70 years 
old, is now in bed suffering con- 
-siderably from very bad bruises 
and the shock, 

Though it is not “the first robe 
. bery to occur in Peitaiho it, cer- 
tainly is the most flagrant and re- 
gardless of the power of the law, 
being in broad daylight and ac- 
.tually in sight of both the raily 
way and, the police station. 
Trouble with Rikisha Cooliea. 


Quite frequent are reports of 
trouble with rikisha coolies. On 
Sunday morning a fight took place 
in East Cliff with some rikisha 
coolies and the servants ‘of ‘a cer- 
. tain lady... ..Fearing ‘more trouble 
might occur at night the lady ask- 
ed for Captain Baldwin’s “help. 
On his way to the housé on, 
K’angle Road, Captain Baldwin 
passed some coolies with their 
rikishas parked on both sides of 
the road, making the road almost 
impassable fpr other vehicles. 
Captain Baldwin requested them 
to keep' their rikishas all on one 
side. 

One rikisha coolie objected so 
Captain Baldwin looked for the 
number on his rikisha, but he had 

- none so he tried to turn the man 
around to see the number on hig 

, jacket, but the man acted in_ “a 
truculent’ manner. 

Upon this Captain Baldwin hit 
him with his open left hand on 
the face, not hard, but to show 
his anger. ' Two young Chinese 
asked Captain Baldwin why he 
had hit the coolie and when he 
told them they started to up- 
braid him and mentioned Court 
and Court witnesses of the act, 
‘Captain Baldwin said he did not 
deny the charge and asked thern 
to continue with their own occu- 
pation.

- STRANGE INQUIRY REVIVED 
AFTER 22 YEARS, * 


Belle Gunness, often ' described 
with American pride in the super- 
lative ag “the most notorious mur- 
deress of the’ century,” is believed 
to have been found in the State of 
Mississippi after o 22-yeur search 
by the authorities of several 
States. eae | 

It is alleged that Gunness, who 
inust now -be 70, ran a “murder 
farm" in Indiana, to which at least 
20 men were lured by matrimonial 

advertisements. These dupes sh 
fs alleged to have killed for their 
money after going through a 
ceremony of marriage with them. 

It is stated that in-1908 the 

police found a private’ cemetery on 


‘the woman's farm, in which were 


discovered the bodies of 15 men. 
Curiously enough, articles found 
with the bodies indicated that they 
were those of Scandinavians. 

The farmhouse had been destroy- 
ed by a mysterious fire. Four 
bodies were recovered. after the 
blaze, one of them being believed 
to be that of :the woman’ herself:

Quite a number of foreigners have 
sold out to the Chjnese, and the 
latter are not joining the Associa- 
tion, in any numbers so that the 
membership has fallen: off. How-|; 
ever, there js still much interest 
among a few Chinese and most of 
the foreigners in the “club. 

The swimming pool is still in 
control of the Association as well 
as the ‘tennis courts, the two 
amusements and recreational 
features that are the most popular 
on the mountain, ‘These are™both 
open to any, either foraign or 
Chinese, whu will pay the fees and 
abide by the rules, and it is notice- 
nble that the pool is patronized by 
large numbers of both those from 
East and thoze from West, all of 
whom have to pass a medical 
examination. There are some’ good 
tennis players, too, and the annual 
tournament will be on this week. 
Some of our best, players are 
Chinese. _ These recreational 
features are not self-supporting 
,anda good deal of money comes 
from the Association budget: to 
keep them up to full efficlancy and 
the pool and courts in fat class 
repair, 

Medical Service. 


The medical service on the 
mountain, which is also maintain- 
ed by the Association, came in for 
n good deal of discussion, There 
is-a,atrong feeling that this ser- 
vice should become fully self-sup- 
porting and not have to draw: on 
the Association’s budget for its 
maintenance, a thing whieh. has 
happened a number of times in the 
past.’ When the question of ra{a- 
ing the medical fees comes up 
there are always a number who 
think that they aro high enough 
and who say that they really “can- 
not afford” to get ill on the moun- 
tain. Some way to solve this 
difficulty, will, we hope, be found 
by another year. The missionary

MR. CHURCHILL'S IRONICAL 
CONGRATULATIONS

In the Political Letter reference 
ig made to a speech by Mr 
Churchill which “as an effort in sus- 
tained irony and a, model of. par. 
liamentary « effectiveness may be 
come a classic.” : 

Mr. Churchill was discussing the 
Finance Bill and ‘denouticing Mr. 
Snowden'’s policy .under the ‘guise 
of a congratulatory oration. 3 

Mr. Churchill congratulated the 
Chancellor of-the Exchequer on the 
skill, the tact, and the ‘patience 
with which he had conducted the 
Budget debates. 

He admitted 
first a little 
Mr. Snowden’s methods, but 
gradually he saw the: design. 
Mr, Snowden, he saw, wished to kil! 
the great mass of foolish Socialls- 
tie legislation, He wished to 
sweep from the path of the Govern- 
ment such embarrassing, danger- 
ous items as the Trade Disputes 
Bill, and the Bill for raising the 
school age. 

‘The moment. we saw what Mr. 
Snowden had in mind,” he continu 
ed, “we endeavoured. to co-operate 
end iv the result, the. whole Social 
ist programme of the Session has 
been jettisoned. The only: survi- 
vor is the Dear Coal Act, which is 
to keep the home fires burning in 
the winter. T congratulate the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer on his 
strategy.” 

To carry his scheme into éffect, 
Mi. Churchill proceeded, it wad 
necessary for Mr. Snowden.to re- 
press and hold under strict control 
all the amiability of his nature, He 
had very often to show, as it were, 
the rougher side of his character,

HINTS FROM HOME. 


FRAME AERIALS : aie : 
z PORTABLES. 


London, ‘July 26:. 

: Summer time is here, and. the 
holiday season is reflected in our: 
post-bag. - Several readers are 
busily engaged in building port- 
‘able sets, and their questions are 
principally: concerned with the 
number of turns of wire on the 
frame. In every case they -ar2 
using a different-sized box or 
attache case from that specified i in 
the particular design they’ ara 
following, and apparently things 
are not going too well. 

T must emphasise at once that 
a portable set is more difficult to 
construct than the normal aerial- 
earth type of receiver. The secret 
of success' is to follow implicity 
the design, not only in the dis- 
position of components, but the 
containing case should be exact to 
size, and the particular valves 
specified with‘ appropriate H.T. 
voltages should be followed, 

If any change is made, then the 
eonstructor must be prepared to 
spend some time in experiment, 
for the odds are vory large against 
the altered set performing in a 
ferent manner. 

Frame Aerial, Turns. 

The particular type of frame 
aerial is usually part of the set 
design, If we consider the normal 
frame aerial, a length of about 
75 feet, tuned ‘with a .0005 con- 
denser, will’ cover the broadcast 
band. If the frame is 12 inches 
square, 18 turns of 24 D.C.C. will 
generally be satisfactory. ‘If we 
want to tune down to 4 very low 
wave-length, such'as’ Leeds, ‘it 
may be necessary to remove one 
or two turns, On the other hand, 
if we want to go higher than 500 
metres, two or three turns can be 
added. 

The Long Waves, 

For reception between 1,000 
and 2,000 metres, the rule is to 
use about three times the number 
of turns:as for the low-wave band, 
The constructor must ‘be careful 
to keep the long-wave winding (of 
thinner wire) as far away as pos- 
sible from the broadcast aerial, 
otherwise when the long winding 
is shorted for ‘the purpose of re- 
ceiving stations on the broadcast 
band, the large mass of earthed 
wire ‘will seriously affect the tun 
ing. 

Reaction: 

“One of the simplest ways to od- 
tain smooth reaction is to centre. 
tap the frame, and the inductance 
is connected in a similar way to 
the W.T.2 coil, the centre-tap go- 
ing to L.T. negative, and this 
method of connection renders the 
frame aerial more efficient and 
immune from electrostatic pick- 
Up. But, the method does not en- 
joy much popularity with the 
portable set manufacturers, as it 
would be necessary to pay a 
royalty for this . Hartley patent, 
and in these days of competitive 
prices, these’ matters must of 
necessity be considered. 

The Series-Parallel Method. 

The modern portable set for use 
with . loud-speaker contains a 
stage. of 8.G. high-frequency, and 
in order to overcome the danger of 
interaction between the broadcast 
and long-wave windirigs the 
series-parallel method is becom: 
ing popular—that is, the long: 
wave part is always connected to 
the. tuning condenser, the broad- 
east winding being left free. . To 
tune over the low waves, this sec- 
tion is connected in parallel with 
the long waves, and only a simple 
shorting switch. is Yequired to 
change over. -With a 42-inch 


-square-sided frame, the low-wave 


winding may consist; of 16 turns 
of 24 D.S.C., spaced 1-16 in., and 
the long winding,” 52 turns,’ ¢lose 
together and in ‘the same _direc- 
tion, of 86 D.S.C, Reaction is 
obtained from a separate winding 
on the detector coil. 

. How the Frame Aerial Works.

It should not be forgotten that, 
compared with a small aerial of 
about 12 feet and a normal earth, 
it-is a very indifferent collector of 
energy. 

Long-Distance Reception. 

When “attempting long-distance 
receptién on the frame it may bo 
found that strength will often 
vary in the sume room according 
to the position of the set. As an 
instance, I found a portable gave 
exceptional strength when oper- 
ated, on.a small table near the 
wall: It would always beat any 
other set on the big table in the 
middle of the floor. In an en-
